God ſaue the King. 
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Here was neuer anything by 
the wit of man ſo well deuj- 
ſed, or ſo ſure eſtabliſhed, 
which in continuance of time 
J hath not beene corrupred, as 
(among other things) it may 
plainely appeare by the Come 
mon prayers. in the Church, 
and commonly called, Diuine Ser» 
uice, The firſt originall and ground whereof, if a man 
would ſearch out by the ancient Fathers, hee ſhall 
finde that the ſame was not ordained, but of a good 
purpoſe , and for a great aduancement of godlineſſe. 
For theyſo ordered the matter, that all the whole Bi- 
ble (or the greateſt part thereof) ſhould be read ouer 
once euery yeere, intending thereby that the Clergie, 
and eſpecially ſuch as were Miniſters ofthe Congrega- 
tion, ſhould (by often reading and meditation of Gods 
word) be ſtirzed vp to godlineſſe themſelues, and bee 
more able ro exhort others by wholeſome doctrine, 
and to confute them that were aduerſaries to the truth. 
And further, that the people by daily hearing of _ 
Scripture read in theChurch,ſhould ere rofit 
more and more in the knowledge of God, and be che 
more inflamed with the lone of his true religion, But 
theſe many yeeres paſſed, this godly and decent order 
of the ancient Fathers hath beene ſo altered, broken, 
and neglected, by planting in vncertaine ſtories, le. 
gends, reſponds, verſes, vaine repetitions, commemo- 
rations, and {ynodals, that commonly when any 
booke of the Bible was begun, before three or foure 
Chapters were read out, all the reſt were vnread. And 
in this ſort the booke of Eſay was 5 in Aduem, 
and the booke of Geneſis in Septuageſima: but they 
were onely begun, and neuer read thorow, After like 
ſort were other bookes of holy Scripture vſed. And 
moreoner, whereas S. Paul would haue ſuch language 
ſpoken. to the 
erſtand, and haue profit by hearing the ſame : the 
Seruice in this Church of England (theſe many yeeres) 
hath been read in Latine tothepeople, which they vn- 
derſtand not: ſo that they haue heard with their eares 
onely , and their heart, ſpirit , and minde haue not 
beene edified thereby, 1 
And furthermore, notwithſtanding that the ancient 
Fathers haue diuided the Pſalmes into ſeuen portions, 
whereof euery one was called a Nocturne: now 
late time afew of them haue beene dayly ſaid, and 
often repeated and the reſt vtterly omitted. | 
Moreouer , the number and hardneſſe of the rules 
called the Pye, andthe manifold changings ofthe Ser- 
uice , was the cauſe, that tv turne the booke onely, 
was ſo hard and intricate a matter , that many times 
there was mere buſineſſe to finde out what ſhould bee 
read, then to read it whenit was found out. Theſe in- 
conueniences therefore conſidered , heere is ſet forth 
ſuch an order whereby the ſame (hall bee redreſſed 
And for a readineſſe in this matter, here is drawne out 
a Kalender for that purpole , which is plaine and eaſie 
to be ynderſteod, wherein ( ſo much as may be) the 
reading of holy Scriptures is ſo ſet forth that all things 


ſhall bee done in order, without breaking one piece 


theroſfrom another. For this cauſe be cut off Anthems 
Refponds, Inuitatories,. and ſuch like things as did 
breake the continuall courſe of the ray of the 
Scripture, Yet, becauſe there is no remedy, but that 
of neceſſity there muſt be ſome rules: therefore cer- 
taine rules are heere ſot foorth, which as they be few 
in number, fo they beeplaine and 
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ple in the Church, as they might vn-- 


eaſie to bee vader- with 
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ſtood. So that heir: you haue an order

t which of late was vſed. It is more profitab 
becauſe here are leſt out things , whereoffome 
be vntrue, ſome vncertaine, ſome vaine and i 
tious, and nothing is ot dained to be read, but the ve · 
ry pure wor d of God, the holy Scriptures, or that 
which is euĩdently grounded ypon the ſame, and chat 
in ſuch a e and order, as is moſt alle and 
2 for the vnderſtanding both of the readers and 

earers. It is alſo more commodious, both for the 
ſhortneſle thereof, and for the plainneſſe of the order, 
and for that the rules be few and eaſie. Furthermore, 
by this order the Curates ſhal need noneother bookes

for their publike ſeruice, but this booke andthe Bible: 
by the meanes whereof che people ſhall not bee at ſo 
great charges for bookes , às in times paſt they haue 

eene. And where heretofore there hath beene great 
diverſity in laylngandlinging in Churches within this 
Realme, ſume following Salisbury viesfome Hereford 
vic, ſome the vſe of Bangor, ſome of Yorke, and ſome 


of Lincolne : now from hencefoorth all che whole 
Realme ſhall haue but one vie. And if any will iu 
this way more painfull, becauſe that all things muſt 
read vpon the booke, whereas before by reaſon of ſo 
often repetition, they could ſay many — by heart t 
if thoſe men will weigh their labeur with the proſit 
and knowledge which daily they ſhall obtaine by rea- 
ding vpon the booke, they will not refuſe che paine,

ſer foorth , but doubts may ariſe in the vſe and pra- 
ctile of the ſame: to appeaſe all ſuch diverſity ( if any 
ariſe ) and for the reſolution of all doubts concerts 
the manner how to vnderſtand, doe, and executethe 
things conteined in this booke: the parties that ſo 
doubt, or diuerſly take any thing, ſtiall alway ieſort to

Furthermoꝛe, the moſt weighty canſe;ofthe abolill⸗ 
ment of certaine Ceremonics was that they were ſo 
karre abuſed , partly by the ſuperſtitions blindeneſſe 
of the rude and vulearned , and partly by the vnſa- 
tiable auarice of ſach as ſought moze their owne 
luere, then the glozp of God, that the abuſes could 
not well bee taken away, the thing remaining ſtill. 
But now as concerning thoſe perſons, which peray- 
uenture will bee offendey , fox that ſome of the old 
Ceremonies are reteined fill: if they conſiver that 
wit hout ſome Ceremonies, it is not pollible to keepe 
any o2der , oz quiet diſcipline in the Church, they 

all eaſily perceiue iuſt cauſe to refozme theiri ge⸗ 
ments. And if they thinke much that any of the olo 
doe remaine, and would rather haue all deuiſen anew: 
then ſuch men, grant ing ſom? Ceremonies conueni⸗ 
ent to be had, ſurely where the ola may bee well vſey, 
there they cannot reaſonably repꝛoue the old, onelp 
koꝛ their age, without bewzaping of their owne folly, 
Foz in ſuch a caſe, they ought rather to haue reue⸗ 


rence vuto them foz their antiquit ie, if they will ve⸗ 


clare themſelues to bee moze ſtudious of vnitis any 
concozd , then of innouations any newfangleneſle, 
which (as much as map be, with the true letting 
koꝛth of Chiſts religion) is alwayes to bee eſchewey. 
Furthermoze , ſuch ſhall haue no iuſt cauſe with the 
Ceremanies reſerued to bee offended. Foz as thoſe 
bee taken away which were moſt abuſed, and vin 
burden mens conſciences, without any cauſe 2 ſo the 
other that remaine , are retained foz a diſcipline and 
oꝛder, which (vpon full cauſes ) map bee altered any 
changed, and therekoꝛe are not tobeeeſtecmed equall 
with Gods Law. And mozeouer , they bee neither 
darke no2 1 but are ſo ſet foozth, 
that euery map vnderſtand what they doe 
meane, and to what vſe they doe ſerve. So that it is 
not like, that they in time to come, Houta be abulen 
as other haue beene. And in theſe our Boings we ton⸗ 
demme no other Nations, no2 p:eſcribe any thing 
but to our owne people onely. Fo: wee thinke it cons 
uenient , that enery Countrey ſhould vſe fuch Ceres 
monies, as they ſhall thinke beſt to the letting foꝛth 
of Gods honour and glozp, and to the reducing of 


the people to a molt perfeet and godly liuing, without, 
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w ings, which time to time they 
— be moſt abuſed, as in mens 62dinances it 
often chanceth diuerſlp, in diners Coumtreps.

I The Adminiſtration of Baptiſme to be 
vſed in the Church. 


1 apprareth by ancient writers , that the Sacrament of Baptiſme in the old time was not commonly 
miniGred, but at two times in the yeere : At Eaſter and Whitſuntide, At which times it was openly mi- 
niftred in the preſince of all the Congregation. Which cuftome now being growen out of yſe (alhough 
it cannot for many conſiderations be well reftored againe ) it is thought good to follow the ſame , as neere 
as conueniently may be. Therefore the people are to bee admonifhed, that it is moſt connenient, that Bap- 
tiſese ſhould not bee miniſtred but vpon Sundayes and other Holy daes, when the moſt number of pes- 
ple may come together, as well for that the congregation there preſent may zeftifie the receining of them 
that bee newly baptized into the number of Chrifts Church, as alſo becauſe in the Baptiſmeaf Infants, 
every man preſent may bee put in remembrance of his owne profeſſion made to God in his baptiſme, For 
which cauſe alſo it is expedient that Baptiſme bee miniſtred in the Engliſh tongue. Neerthelefſe (if 
neceſſitie fo required) children may at all times be baptized at home. 


<q When there are children to be bapti xed vpon the 


Sunday or Holy day, the parents ſhall giue 
knowledze ouer night, or in the Morning before 
the beginning of Morning prayer, to the Curate. 
And then the Godfathers, Godmothers and peo- 
ple, with the children, muſt bee ready at the 
Font, either immediatly after the laſt Leſſon at 
Morning prayer, or elſe immediatly after the 
laſt Leſſon at Euening prayer, as the Curate by 
his diferetion ſhall appoint. And then ſtanding 
there, the Miniſter ſhall ase whether the chil- 
dren bee bapti qed or no. If they anſwere, No: 
then ſhall the Miniſter ſay thus. 
&& Earcly beloued, foraſmuch as all 
men be conceiued and borne in 
A Gnne,and that our Saujour Chriſt 
ich; None can enter into the 
Kingdome of God, except he be regencrate 


and borne anew of water and of the holy 
Ghoſt: I beſeech you to call vpon God the

And what ſowe ahne ſoweſt not 
that body that ſliall bee, but bare corne, as of 
wheat or ſome other: But God giveth it a 
body at his pleaſure, to euer ſeede his owne 
body. All fleſh is not one maner of fleſh: but 
there isone'maner of fleſh of men, another 
maner of fleſh of beaſts , another of fiſhes, 
another of birds.

But the 
glory of the celeſtiall is one, and the glory of 
the terreſtriall is another. There is one ma- 
ner glory of the Sunne, another glory of the 
Moone, and another glory of the ſtarres.

Shall God prepare a table in the wildernefle ? 

21 Hee ſmote the ſtony rocke indeede, 
that the water guſhed out, and the ſtreames 
flowed withall: but can hee giue bread alſo, 
or provide fleſh for his people? 

22 When the Lord heard this, hee was 
yroth: ſo the fire was kindled in Iacob, and 
there came vp heauy diſpleaſure againſt Iſrael. 

23 Becauſe they beleeued not in God: 
and put not their truſt in his helpe. 

24 So hee commanded the clouds aboue: 
and opened the doores of heauen. 

25 Heerained downe Manna alſo ypon 
them for to cate: and gaue them food from 
heauen. 

26 So man did eate Angels food: for hee 
ſent them meat enough. 

27 He cauſed the Eaſt wind to blow ynder 
heauen: and through his power hee brought 
in the South weſt winde. 

28 He rained fleſh vpon them as tllicke as 
duſt: and feathered foules like as the ſand of 
the Sea. 

29 He let it fall among their tents: euen 
round about their habitation. 

zo So they did eat and were well filled, for 
hee gaue them their ownedeſire: they were 
not diſappointed of their luſt. | 

31 But while the meate was yet in their 
mouthes, the heauy wrath of God came vp- 
on them; and ſle the wealthieſt of them: 
yea, and ſmote doyne the choſen men that

2 Butfor all this they ſinned yet more: 
and beleeued not his wondrous workes. 


33 Therefore their dayes did he conſume 


in vanity: and their yeeres in trouble.

35 And they remembred that God was 
their ſtrength: and that che high God was 
theirredeemer. : 

36 Neuertlieleſſe, they did but flatterhim 
with their mouth: and diſſembled with him 
in their tongue, 

27 For their heart was not whole with 
him: neither continued they ſtedfaſt in his 
Couenant. 

28 But hee was ſo merciſull, that hee for- 
gaue their miſdeeds: and deſtroyed them not. 

29 Lea, many a time turned he his wrath 
away: and would not ſuffer his whole diſ- 
pleaſure to ariſe. $9 

40 For hee conſidered that they were but 
fleſh; and that they wereeuen a winde that 
paſſeth away, and commeth not againe.

42 They turned backe and tempted God:

43 They thought not of his hand: and 
of the day when he deliuered them from the 
hand of the enemy. 

44 Ho hee had wrought his miracles in 
Egypt: and his wonders in the field of Zoan. 

45 He turned their waters into blood: ſo 
that they might not drinke of the riuers. 

46 He ſent lice among them, and deuou- 
red them vp: and frogs to deſtroy them. 

47 Hee gaue their fruit vnto the caterpil - 
ler: and their labour vnto the graſhopper. 

48 Hee deſtroyed their vines with haile- 
ſtones: and their mulbery trees with the froſt. 

49 He ſmote their cattell alſo with haile- 
Songs and their flockes with hot thunder- 

olts. 

50 He caſt ypon them the furiouſneſſe of 
his wrath, anger , diſpleaſure, and trouble: 
and ſenteuill Angels among them. | 

51 He made a way to his indignation, and 
ſpared not their ſoule from death: but gaug 
their life ouer to the 3 

52 And ſmote all the firſt borne in Egypt: 
the moſt principall and mightieſt in the 
dwellings of Ham. | 

53 But as for his owne people, hee ledde 
them foorth like ſneepe: and caried them in 
the wilderneſſe like a flocke. 

54 Hee brought them out ſafely that they 
ſhould not feare : and oucendelined their 
enemies with the Sea. 1 

15 And brought them within the borders 
of his Sanctuary: even to his mountaine,;

70 And there hee builded his Temple on 
high: and laid the foundation of it like the 
ground, which he hath made continually. 

71 Heechaſe Dauid alſo his ſeruant: and 
tooke him away from the ſheepe-folds. 

72 As hee was following the Ewes great 
with yong ones, he tooke him: that he might 
feed Iacob his people, and Iſrael his inheri-

73 So hee fed them with a faithfull and 
true heart: and ruled them prudently with 
all his power, |

all men, diddeſt ytterly ouercome and van- 
quiſh ſiane, death, the world,the deuill, and 
all che kingdome of hell: and whatfocuer 
thou haſt ſo ouercommed,; for our behoofe 
itis that thou haſt ouercommed it, neither 
hath ic beene thy will to haue any of thy 
ſeruants to keepe battell, or fight with any 
of the foreſaid euils, but of purpoſe to re- 
ward vs with a crowne of the more glory 
for it: and to the intent that thou mightel 
likewiſe ouerthrow Satan in thy members, 
as thou haddeſt before done in thine owne 
perſon , giue thou ( wee beſeech thee) vn- 
to vs thy ſouldiers (O Lyon moſt victori- 
ous of the Tribe of Iuda ) ſtrength againſt 
the roaring lyon, which continually wan- 
dreth to and fro ſeeking whom hee may de- 
uoure. Thou being that ſame ſerpent, the 
true giuer of health and life, that was nayled 
on high ypon a tree, give vnto vs thy filly 
ones wilines againſt the deceitfull awaiting 
of the moſt ſubtill ſerpent. Thou being a 
Lambe as white as ſnow, the yanquiſher of 
Sathans tyranny , giue vnto vs thy little, 
ſheepe , the ſtrength and vertue of thy ſpirit, 
that being in our ſelues weake and feeble, 
and in thee ſtrong and valiant, we may with- 
Rand and ouercome all aſſaults of the deuill, 
ſo that our ghoſtly enemy may not glory on 
vs, but being conquered through thee, we 
may giue thankes to thy metcy , which ne- 
uer leaueſt them deſtitute that put their truſt 
in thee: Who liueſt and reigneſt God for 
euer, without end. Amen.
